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DETAILED ACTION 

The papers of 4/2003 and the amendments of 10 /2003 are acknowledged. Claims 1-22 
are currently pending. 



Reissue Applications 

The objection to the application under 37 CFR 1.172(a) is withdrawn, based upon the 
papers filed April 2003. 

The previous rejection of claims 1- 9 for being based upon a defective reissue 
declaration under 35 U.S. C. 251 is withdrawn. 

Surrender of US patent No. 5700778 is acknowledged. 

The amendment filed 10 / 2003 proposes amendments to the claims that do not comply 
with 37 CFR 1.173(b), which sets forth the manner of making amendments in reissue 
applications. A supplemental paper correctly amending the reissue application is required. 
Please note that there are eight (8) claims in the issued patent All newly added claims (9 to 22) 
need to be underlined. 

Applicant is notified that any subsequent amendment to the specification and/or claims 
must comply with 37 CFR 1.173(b). 

Claims 12-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being broadened in a reissue 
application filed outside the two-year statutory period. These claims were not presented until 
2003, more than two years after issue of the original patent. The Examiner deems the term 
"isolated conotoxin" to be broader than "substantially pure conotoxin". A claim is broader in 
scope than the original claims if it contains within its scope any conceivable product or process 
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which would have infringed the original patent. A claim is broadened if it is broader in any one 
respect even though it may be narrower in other respects. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration under 37 
CFR 1.175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be allowed. 

Claims 9-22 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 
U.S.C. 251. See 37 CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is set forth above. 

Receipt of an appropriate supplemental oath/declaration under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) will 
overcome this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251. An example of acceptable language to be used in 
the supplemental oath/declaration is as follows:
